To the Inhabitants of Little Boar’s Head District, a village dis- 
trict in the Town of North Hampton, organized under provision 
of Chapter 196, Session Laws of 1905, qualified to vote in Dis- 
trict affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the barn of 
Helen W. Griffith on Atlantic Avenue in said District 
on the first Tuesday of September next (the 3rd day of 
the month) at eight o’clock in the evening (8:00 P.M.), 
for the following purposes: 


1. To elect a moderator, a clerk, three commis- 
sioners, a treasurer, and an auditor for the ensuing year. 


2. To hear the reports of the clerk, treasurer, and 
other officers of said District, and to take such action as 
may be desired in regard to same. 


3. To take such action as you may desire in regard 
to allowing the same discount on District taxes as may 
be allowed by the Town of North Hampton on town 
taxes. 


4. To take such action as you may wish in regard 
to giving the treasurer of the District authority to bor- 
row money in anticipation of taxes. 

5. To see if the District will vote to accept in 
whole or in part the budget as submitted by the Muni- 
cipal Budget Committee. 

6. To raise and appropriate such sums of money 
as may be needed for the purposes included in the bud- 
get, including (under the caption of ‘‘Miscellaneous”’ if 
not otherwise therein referred to) the extinguishment 
of fires, the lighting or sprinkling of streets, the planting 
and care for shade and ornamental trees, the supply of 
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water for domestic and fire purposes, the construction 
and maintenance of sidewalks and main drains or com- 
mon sewers, the construction, maintenance, and care of 
parks or commons, the maintenance of activities for 
recreational promotion, the control of pollen, insects and 
pests, the appointing and employing of watchmen and 
police officers, the enacting and enforcing of zoning 
regulations, and all other District expenses for the en- 
suing year. 


7. To transact such other business as may legally 
come before said meeting.

Commissioners’ Report 


1962 - 1963 


I. Sidewalks: For the past year we have done 
a minimum of maintenance on our sidewalks, and we 
shall have to do extensive repairs another year. We 
have had a gravel ramp built down to the north part 
of the bathing beach from the end of our hot-top side- 
walk at the parking area. This has afforded necessary 
access to the sea for the Coast Guard DUWK at a 
point where the beach had been damaged by last fall’s 
severe storm. 


II. Police and Lifeguard: We have paid the 
Town of North Hampton $350.00 for our share of the 
lifeguard’s salary. Following a series of complaints 
of disorder along the Boulevard after 2:00 A.M. when 
the Town’s police patrol ended, we have paid the Town 
$300.00 for patrolling the Boulevard between 2:00 
A.M. and 5:00 A.M. 


Ill. Parks and Commons: Our regular cleaning 
up of the District’s roadsides and beach has been most 
essential this year, in which we have been continuous- 
ly plagued by beer cartons, bottles and cans thrown 
from automobiles. The Town and State have divided 
between them the work of emptying the refuse bar- 
rels in the parking area daily. We have cleaned the 
park west of the Fish Houses of the rocks left by 
last fall’s storm, and have continued to share with the 
Rye Beach - Little Boar’s Head Garden Club the cost 
of maintaining the Rock Garden east of the Fish 
Houses. 


IV. Insect Control and Mosquitoes: In recogni- 
tion of the criticism voiced by Rachel Carson and 
others of D.D.T. sprays, we have discontinued the 
use of D.D.T., and substituted Baytex for the three 
sprays given to our roadsides this summer. We have 
also carried out an extensive program of ditching in 
the marshes which, together with the spraying of 
kerosene on stagnant pools, will, we trust, eliminate 
many of the mosquito breeding grounds. 


V. Zoning: We have had our Zoning Ordinance 
reprinted this year, giving effect to all amendments to 
date. Copies may be had from the Zoning NASSAR 6 on 
request. 


Because of the failure of the Vlahos Realty Com- 
pany, Inc. to comply with the decrees of the Supreme 
and Superior Courts as to erecting a fence in the rear 
of its ice cream stand, as well as with the Superior 
Court’s decree confirming the abandonment of the 
business use of the portion of the lot set off for a 
cottage, the District has now retained Upton, Sanders 
and Upton of Concord, N. H., as attorneys to bring 
a bill in equity to enforce our Zoning Ordinance in 
these particulars. 


VI. Taxes: For many years the District tax 
policy was to raise sufficient money to meet our obli- 
gations without borrowing. Under the Municipal Bud- 
get Law, as adopted by the Town of North Hampton, 
we are no longer allowed to do this. It therefore be- 
comes necessary for us each year to have our budget 
approved by the Town Budget Committee, after which 
the necessary taxes are assessed and collected. This 
requires us to borrow amounts of money in the neigh- 
borhood of three thousand dollars a year at short term 
interest rates, in anticipation of tax monies to be 
received.

Consequently the District 
Commissioners have authorized the bringing of a bill 
in equity by the District to enforce the ordinance, as 
stated in the Commissioners’ Report.
